any of them J»Uii because they aren't an ^\ and a J»U^ has to be. 

3. The words listed on page 28 serve as <_.c4»D\(3_^ . They effect the ^\ following them only in that they force it

beyond), 5^ (especially from, on behalf of), Ijvi- (without, non, other than), ^\ (which, any), "^VA (in front of), SLc. (with, 
has, near, about, at), (around, surrounding), (some), (all, each, every, the whole), 53^ (besides, other than). 



EXTRA VOCABULARY: Additionally there is a short list of 5 AjA (plural of ^\ ) that, when serving as JsUoi shows its 
status with a j for instead of a il^ (u sound), with an \ for<_,^ instead of a 'iS^ (a sound) and SuS^or y>- instead of 
a sj-I^ (i sound).

PART 2: THE HARF OF JARR 

The grammar of this lesson is very easy. This is a bunch of 11 words that force the next word into . These 11 words, 

listed on page 27 are all so they don't have any properties like status, number, gender or type. This, by the way, is 
what makes these 11 words different from the list of words mentioned on page 20. Those words do have status that 
goes through change such as JJS , J45 and JJS so they are considered ^\ , not ij» These words (the ones on page 27) 

have no properties whatsoever. Their only function is to convert the next word to jy>-. You MUST memorize these 11 

words as one sequence and build familiarity with their meanings overtime. I'm writing them out here just so you can 
use this for memorization:

PART 4: ADDITIONAL COMMENTS ABOUT THE STATUS OF PRONOUNS: 

These notes fuse concepts that we have discussed and those that we haven't. Make sure you understand them: 

1. Independent pronouns are all 

2. Attached pronouns can only be or y>-. 

3. An attached pronouns is 

a. when it is attached to an ^\ (because it becomes a aJIJsU^ like all the cases on page 22). 

b. y-- when it is attached to a j^^JlJs^*- (because anything after Js ^ on page 27 is jy>- ) 

c. when it is attached to a Jsj^ (because anything after (.,^.^1(3 ^ on page 28 is <_-^j) 

d. when it is attached to any Jis (something we haven't studied yet). 

Based on these notes, the word p in (i-==*^ is because the J is a j^^JlJsj^-. The same exact pronoun p is <_,^ in 
^;^-=c>\ because it is attached to a (...^.^Ijs The very same pronoun ^ \s y--\f it is attached to any ^\ for example 
^;^^-=cJ3 because in this case it is a alllJsL^.
